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ORDER REMANDING TO EXAMINER 

A petition under 37 CFR §1.183 (Paper No. 20) and an Information Disclosure 
Statement (IDS) (Paper No. 21) was filed February 28, 2005 and has been matched 
with this application at the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences. The petition and 
the IDS needs to be considered by the Primary Examiner with respect to compliance 
with the criteria set forth in 37 CFR §§ 1 .97 and 1 .98. A written communication 
notifying appellants of the Primary Examiner's decision is required.
